From a gentleman just in frem Ari- 
zona, we learn that in and sround 
Tombstone a feeling of insecurity, al- 
most akin to a reign of terror, existe to 
such an extent that the whole country 
feels the ill-effects, and it is telling 
very severely on the business interests. 
The wanton and brutal murders that 
have been committed mm Tombstone 
alone, have given a ghastly significance 
to the name of the place, and suggests 
the propriety of leaving off the latter 
half. The recent outbreaks that have 
taken 
and bloody nature, have given the city 
an unenviable notoriety abroad; and 
gives the citizens over an immense 
stretch of country, a feeling of terror 
that is now bearing legitimate fruit in 
the prostration of business; driving 
away men of means and energy ;turning 


who-were seeking avenues for invest- 
ment. There seems to be no certainty 
now in that country but the uncertain- 
ty of everything, and the almost cer- 
tainty of death by violent means. 
What with open murder in the day- 
time, and secret assassination in the 
night, no man can be considered safe. 
The cutthroats and cowboy despera- 
does seem to have just about cap- 
tured the country, leaving the better 
portion of the population either 
so terrorized from fears of per- 
sonal safety, or some other unex- 
plained reason, that but feeble efforts 
are being made to suppress the lawless 
element. The cowboy gang do not 
exceed fifty, but they have accom- 
plished already about as much injury, 
present and prospective, as an army 
with banners. They are the most 
reckless of the dime novel description, 
and are crowded to about their last 
place of resort and are making the 
most of their present.opportunities, It 
is about the conclusion of men of 
thought that either that whole class 
must be exterminated by heroic meas- 
ures, or else they must be prepared to 
abandon the country to them and pos- 
sibly have their “epitaphs” recorded 
on innumerable “tombstones.” An ap- 
palling stream of blood has marked the 
course of these outlaws over a large 
portion of the country and their deeds 
of. villainy have been heralded every- 
where and is paralyzing all enterprise. 
For some time negotiations have been 
in progress looking to the establish- 
ment of large reduction works near an 
important railroad station; but within 
a few days past it is understood that 
in consequence of the utter disregard 
of human life, all negotiations are de- 
clared off, and the matter fallen 
through. Others who were hunting 
good mining properties for investment 
have left the country in disgust. Some 
feel that earnest measures must be 
promptly adopted, but secret assassina- 
tion stares the men in the face who 
commence such a movement, but des- 
peration may force the matter yet. 
Again it is stated, presumably on good 
authority that strong pressure is being 
brought to bear on the Governor, who 
is now in Tombstone, to make an ap- 
plication to the Government to have 
the southeastern portion of the Terri- 
tory placed under martial law, that 
these desperate characters may be 
deult with by a power that brooks no 
trifting. A drumhead court-martial, 
with its usual prompt execution of sen- 
tence, will do much to purify the at- 
mosphere and render human life secure, 
although if it is necessary to resort to 
such extreme measures, the progress 
of the Territory will be retarded for 
years. These things are not pleasant 
to write about, but the facts cannot be 
ignored, and our neighbors will have 
to clear themselves of this lawless class 
or suffer for their omission. Corrobora- 
tive of this, Judge Peel, late a citizen of 
Los Angeles, father of M. R. Peel, 
who was recently assassinated at 
Charleston, sums up his opinion in a 
card to the Tombstone Epitaph, as fol- 
fows: 

To the People of Tombstone: me. 
I am notin a condition to 
clear,deliberate opinion,but I would say 
to the good citizens of Cachise county 
there is one of three things you have 
todo. There is aclass of cut-throats 
among you and you can never convict 
them in court. You must combine 
and protect yourselves and wipe them 
out or you must give up the country 


to them, or you will be murdered one 
at a time, as my son has been.
